night, attendance at the South 
Mountain Fair remained high, with 
4.521 present, a slight decrease from 
Wednesday's crowd but described as 
"a good Thursday crowd."

high school boys gathered at the! 
fairgrounds for the annual Future 
Farmers of America contests, be- 
ginning at 10 o'clock. 


The contests continued on into 


this afternoon, with the linal scor- 
ing to be completed about 3 o'clock. 
The vocational agriculture students 
took part in livestock, swine, and 
poultry judging contests and, for the 
first time tills year, in a "land 
use" event in which they went to 
pits dug on a number of farms near 
the fairground and judged the soil 
for quality and best utilization. Most 
spectators were attracted, however, 
by the FFA tractor driving contest 
held as part of the day's activities 
for the farm youngsters. Prizes in- 
cluded medals and belts. 


Horse Show Saturday 


Saturday will be horse show day 


at the fair, with about 70 horses al- 
ready scheduled to take part in the 
various events. The Horse Show 
will start at 10 o'clock Saturday 
morning and continue throughout 
the day. In addition to the horses 
already entered, a large number of 
"post entries" are expected when the 
show starts.

GIVE RESULTS 


OF RING TESTS 


IN THIS AREA 


The "Ring Test" gi.'en 469 Adams 


County in liking herds, a total of 
4,205 head of cattle, during the 
period from August 8 to last Satur- 
day disclosed 457 herds free of 
brucellosis while -'suspicions" of 
brucellosis were found in 12 herds, 
according to a report made today by 
John A. Sheffer Jr.. of the state 
Bureau v* Animal Husbandry, to 
County Agent Frank S. Zettle. 


Five hundred and thirty samples 


of milk from the herds were tested 
during -.he period and 12 "positive" 
reactions were found Sheffer's re- 
port shows. The ring test, a quick 
way to determine disease-free herds, 
consists of testing samples of the 
milk produced by an entire herd. 
When a positive result is found, the 
"suspected" herd is blood-tested to 
determine which animals in the 
herd, if any, have brucellosis. Be- 
cause of the .delicacy of the "ring 
test," it shows a positive reaction if 
some minor disease other than 
brucellosis is present. Thus positive 
findings are listed as "suspicious" 
rather than evidence of actual 
brucellosis. 


Similar tests will b« conducted six 


.months from now in the" cduhly. 
Wh'en n herd has been tested three 
times and found free of brucellosis, 
the herd is given a brucellosis-free 
certificate. Sheffer's report showed 
177 dry and beef herds in the coun- 
ty, with a total of 2,107 animals. 


Some Refused Tests 


* The report shows eight dairy herd 
owners refused to permit testing of 
their herds. Four hundred sixty- 
nine herds in the county are already 
under individual plan tests and were 
not included in the "ring test." 


All of the "suspicious" herds were 


in five townships, out of the 15 test- 
ed: Cumberland with 28 herds had 
three suspicious herds: Franklin, 
with 31 tested, had one suspicious: 
Mt. Pleasant with 5S tested had 
three suspicious. 


Straba-n with 43 herds had three 


suspicions: Union with 19 herds had 
two listed as suspicious.

showed positive results, were Butler, 
37: Berwick.

COLLECT TAXES 
OF $144,734; 
PENALTY IN OCT. 


Gettysburg residents have already 


paid $144.734.74 on their $246,730.59 
tax bill this year, Tax Collector J. 
Herbert Weikert said Thursday in 
reminding townsfolk that borough 
and county taxes will have a five per 
cent penalty added as of October 1. 


About two-thirds of the town's 


approximately 4,500 taxpayers have 
already turned over their share of 
the cost of operating the town, 
the county and the schools, and in 
doing so have paid practically all of 
their town and county tax. 


So far $36,883.29 has been re- 


ceived in Gettysburg borough tax, 
leaving only $3,746.69 of the $40,- 
629.98 borough levy to be paid. 
County taxes, including county, in- 
stitution 
district 
and 
personal 


property tares, have brought in 
$48,886.49. leaving $4,489.12 still to 
be collected on the county's bill of 
$53,375.61. 


School Tax 


However 
a 
majority 
of 
the 


borough school tax is still outstand- 
ing. So far $58,964.96 of. the $152,725 
school tax levy has been paid, leav- 
ing $93,760.04 still to be collected. 


That situation is normal however. 


School taxes are due later than the 
others. A two per cent rebate still 
goes to those who pay their school 
taxes this month. In October and 
November, school taxes will be at 
par and the five per cent penalty 
will be added in December. 


This year's $246,730 tax bill is a 


reduction from last year when the 
taxing authorities sought $251,741.89 
from the residents of the town. 
There are also more taxpayers this 
year than last. The school board this 
year cut its per capita tax from 
$10 to S7.50 and its millage rate 
from 35 to 33. The borough cut its 
millage rate by one mill and the 
county dropped two mills from its 
institution district tax. Comparing 
the tax bill to that of 1942, Weikert 
found that most of the increase in 
the 13-year period has been in 
school tax. In 1942 the school tax 
was 20 mills and there was no per 
capita tax. The county and in- 
stitution taxes then were 7:2 mills 
and now are 10 mills. The borough 
taxes at that time were 15 mills— 
12 regular tax and .three mills 
special—and are now ten mills. The 
personal property tax remained at 
four mills throughout the period.

Hospital Wing For $174,224 


Directors of the Annie M. Warner Hospital, at a special 


meeting Thursday evening, awarded the contract for con- 
struction of the first of two urgently needed wings to the 
hospital, to 0. H. Hostetter Builder, Inc., of Hanover. The 
Hostetter bid was SI 74.224, the lowest of ten contracting 
firms to submit proposals. 


The successful bidder plans to start work within ten days 


after the formal signing of the contract. The new wing is to 
be completed by June 1, 1956. 


The next lowest bids were $177,218 by a' York firm and 


S178.765 by a Chambersburg contractor. The highest bid 
was S215.380 but this contractor agreed to complete the build- 
ing by March 15, 1956. 


Two other bids were in the 8180,000 bracket while four 


others were in the 8190,000 to 8192,000 range. 


The directors estimate that architect and supervision fees, 


which are six per cent of the contract, and the cost of 
furnishing and equipping the new wing will bring the entire 
cost to about 8210,000.

A fter the com pletion and dedi­ 
cation of the new tem p le a t J e ru ­ 
salem in 516 B C. th ere w as a long 
period about w hich little is known 
concerning the Jew ish p ilg rim s of 
th e restoration. It w as ab o u t sev­ 
en ty y ears until the tim e N ehem iah 
arriv ed w ith a m ilita ry e sco rt to 
arouse the people to action. 


Tile situation in P alestin e w as 
distressing. The Jew s w ere su r­ 
rounded by hostile trib es and in te r­ 
m a rria g e with those of o th er races 
and 
nationalities 
w as 
com m on. 
T his n atu rally affected the sp iritu al 
life of the people B esides, som e of 
them were in g reat w ant an d th eir 
sons and dau g h ters w ere sold into 
slavery. The bad new s tra v e lled all

N ehem iah 


h eard it from Jew ish trav elle rs. 
The tem ple w as finished but the 
w alls and defenses dem anded a t­ 
tention. 
Leader In Crisis 
God alw ays raises up a lead er 
in such a crisis. N ehem iah felt the 
call. C onsequently, he secu red p e r­ 
m ission from King A rtax erx es of 
P ersia to be relieved of his duties 
as the cu p b earer of the king in 
ord er to go to the aid of his b reth ­ 
ren. The king gave him h o rsem en 
and funds to help u n d ertak e the 
building of new defenses. H is a r­ 
rival in creased the enm ity of San- 
b allat. King of S am aria, and To­ 
biah, the A m m onite. Jealo u sy and 
am bition usually go hand in hand 
w ith aggression. 
D isregarding 
all 
in terferen ce, 
N ehem iah proceeded to organize' 
the rebuilding of the w alls. His 
first m ove w as to m ak e a m idnight 
inspection of the city w alls so as to 
determ ine the best course to pur- 


* sue. The p riests and leading m en 
w ere nam ed and the secto r each 
I w as to com m and w as accu rately 
j described. It w as a stro k e of real 
genius when N ehem iah decided to 
j org an ise the defense by fam ilies 
' so th a t he could m ak e this appeal. 
“F ight for your b reth ren , your sons, 
your d au g h ters, your w ives, and 
your hom es." 


T his w as tru ly a city p ro ject and 
one w hich dem an d ed co urage and 
h a rd labor. B ecause 
of enem ies 
hindering them and putting forth 
all so rts of p ro p ag an d a to discour­ 
age and confound the Israelites, 
half of the w orkers h ad to serve 
as 
guards. S om etim es they laid 
bricks w ith one han d while they 
g rasp ed a w eapon in the other. 
New sections of wall were laid and 
som e 
w hich 
w ere 
p artially 
de­ 
stro y ed 
w ere 
re p a ire d 
and 
en­ 
tra n c e s rebuilt. In addition to his 
job of arc h ite c t and builder. Ne­ 
h em iah undertook social reform s 
and in creased his p restig e w ith the 
people. In the sh o rt sp ace of fifty- 
two days the w all w as finished. 
Rejoicing In Zion 
T h ere 
w as 
g re a t 
rejoicing 
In 
Zion! 
But the econom ic situation 
w as serious. T he people had been 
plagued 
w ith 
poor 
crops, 
high 


tax es, and big fam ilies. M any had 
m o rtg ag ed their properties. N ehe­ 
m iah instituted a series of reform s 
in which he him self paid the p u r­ 
ch ase price for slaves, sold to peo­ 
ple of neighboring tribes, and by 
w hich debts w ere forgiven, lands 
resto red , and taxes low ered. He 
h ad p ersuaded the m oneyed class 
to relinquish th eir claim s and they 
had agreed to his proposals. 
H ow ever, the glory of a city lies 
in Its people, not in its buildings 
or w alls. The sp iritu a l significance 
of the ev ents ju st described finally 
took hold of the people and they 
tu rn ed to the tem p le to h ear the 
Law explained and read again. Ne­ 
h em iah gives this account in C hap. 
te r 
8:1-8. 
On 
this 
occasion 
the 
people w ept in g ra titu d e and peni­ 
tence. God w orks through people 
and in rebuilding the c ity ’s w alls 
they had a share in His fa r-reach ­ 
ing plans. 
B efore the dedication 
they had read the Law, observed a 
g re a t fast, tak en a census, and 
sealed the covenant. 


The religious reform s ra n p a ra l­ 
lel to the social refo rm s c a rried 
out by N ehem iah. M any of the la t­ 
te r w hich seem ed alm ost 
insur­ 
m ountable are c u rre n t today. F or 
instance, in te rm a rria g e w ith aliens 


who w orship other gods. T his is a 
very real problem today in C hris­ 
tian com m unities in the F a r E a st 
w here custom p rescrib es th a t p ar­ 
ents a rra n g e m a rria g es. C hristian 
leaders in the O rient are m uch 
concerned about having the C hris­ 
tian youth select C hristian m ates. 
M uch of their C hristian training 
will be underm ined if they 
are 
forced to m arry m ates who are 
not C hristians. It req u ires courage 
to defy fam ily traditions and re­ 
m ain a faithful follow er of C hrist. 


N ations today also go through 
periods of progress and periods of 
depression. With faith In God and 
confidence in their own stren g th , 
peoples of any nation can m ove 
forw ard to g rea te r tasks.

After the completion and dedi- 


cation of the ne\v temple at Jeru- 
salem in 510 B C there was a long 
period about which little is known 
concerning the Jewish pilgrims of 
the restoiation. It was about sev- 
enty >eais until the time Nehemiah 
arrived with a military escort to 
arouse the people to action. 


The situation in Palestine was 


distressing. The Jews were sur- 
rounded bv hostile tribes and inter- 
marriage with those of other races 
and 
nationalities 
was 
common. 


This naturally affected the spiritual 
life of the people Besides, some of 
them were m great want and their 
sons and daughters were sold into 
slaverv. The bad news travelled all 
the wav to Susa and Nehemiah 


heard it from Jewish travellers. 
The temple wa.s finished but the 
walls and defeiiiCi, demanded at- 
tention. 


Leader In Crisis 


Cod aluuvs raibe;. up a leader 


in such a crisis Nehemiah felt the 
call. Consequently, he secuied per- 
mib&ion from King Artaxerxes of 
Persia to be iclieved of his duties 
at. the cupbeaier of the king in 
order to go to the aid of his bieth- 
ren. The king ga\e him hoi semen 
and funds to help undeitake the 
building of new defenses. His ar- 
rival increased the enmity of San- 
ballat, King of Samaria, and To- 
bi-ah. the Ammonite. Jealousy and 
ambition usually go hand in hand 
with Rfjgiession. 


Disregaidmg 
all 
interference. 


Nehemiah proceeded to organize' 
the rebuilding- of the walls. His 
first move w as to make a midnight 
inspection of the city walls so as to 
determine the best course to pur- 


.sue. The piie.sts and leading men 
were named and the hector each 
was to command was accurately 
debciibed. It WH-J p. s,troke of real 
genius, when Nehemiah decided to 
organize the defense by families 
i>o that he could make this appeal, 
"Fight for your brethien, your sons, 
your daughter, your wives, and 
your homes " 


This was truly a city project and 


one which demanded courage and 
hard labor. Because of enemies 
hindering them and putting forth 
all sorts of propaganda to discour- 
age and confound the Israelites, 
half of the workers had to serve 
as guards. Sometimes they laid 
bricks with one hand while they 
grasped a weapon in the other. 
New sections of wall were laid and. 
some which weie partially de- 
stioyed were repaned and en- 
trances rebuilt. In addition to his 
job of architect and builder, Ne- 
hemiah undertook social reforms 
and increased his prestige with the 
people. In the short space of fifty- 
two days the wall was finished. 


Rejoicing In Zion 


There was great rejoicing in 


Zion! But the economic situation 
was serious. The people had been 
plagued with 
poor crops, 
high 


taxes, and big families. Many had 
moUgnsed their properties. Nehe- 
miah instituted a s>eues of reforms 
in which he him-self puld the pur- 
chase price for slaves, sold to peo- 
ple of neighboring tribes, and by 
which debts were forgiven, lands 
restored, and taxes lowered He 
had persuaded the moneyed class 
to relinquish their claims mid they 
had agreed to his proposals. 


However, the glory of a city lies 


in its people, not in its buildings 
or walls. The spiritual significance 
of the events just described finally 
took hold of the people and they 
turned to the temple to hear the 
Law explained and read again. Ne- 
hemiah gives this a'ccount in Chap- 
ter 8:1-8. On this occasion the 
people wept in giatitude and peni- 
tence. God works thiough people 
and hi rebuilding the city's walls 
they had a share in His far-reach- 
ing plans. Before the dedication 
they had read the Law, observed a 
great fast, taken a census, and 
sealed the covenant. 


The religious reforms ran paral- 


lel to the social reforms carried 
out by Nehemiah. Many of the lat- 
ter which seemed almost insur- 
mountable are current today. For 
instance, intermarriage with aliens 


who woKshlp other gods. This is a 
veiy red problem todav 111 Chi is- 
ti.in communities in tin- Kar East 
wheie custom prcsciibi'.s that par- 
ents anunge maniac's.
